Removal of weeds from private prop¬ 
erty is made compulsory under a city 
ordinance as a tire protection measure. 
In addition to removing a serious fire 
hazard the improved appearance of the 
cleared property is well worth the cost. 

A new state law makes property 
owners liable for the removal of weeds 
from the streets upon which their prop¬ 
erty abuts. Upon adoption of a resolu¬ 
tion by the city trustees declaring the 
weeds to lie a nuisance and notification 
by the street superintendent, the nuis¬ 
ance must lie abated at once or it will 
he done b.\» the city just as the private 
property is handled, on improved 
streets the parkings only would be af¬ 
fected. hut on unimproved streets the 
property owner is made liable to the 
middle of the street. 

When to Burn Weeds 

South of Grand View Avenue there 
arc no restrictions as to hours for the 
burning of weeds and no permit is re¬ 
quired, The good work may be carried 
on at any time.

Sierra Madre’s citizens are rapidly realizing that the strong movement in support of the ordinances 
restricting sanatoriums is directed solely against Sanatoriums. There is no campaign against “sick peo¬ 
ple” as individuals. The city offers them just the same opportunity to locate here as ever. The restric¬ 
tive ordinance has been in existence many years. The ordinance extending the zone gives the beautiful 
mesa land the same protection the rest of the city has had, necessary to permit growth in that direction. 

The ordinance of extension interferes with a private business whose representatives try to prejudice the 
minds of voters, by discussion and misrepresentation of the original ordinance. By this method they have 
created prejudice which they now try to turn into votes to accomplish the repeal of the ordinance of ex¬ 
tension only, so that they may conduct a private business.

Will some¬ 
one stand up and explain what else this 
town can advertise? We have climate, 
scenery, good water, moral people and 
are (apparently) a model community. 
The climate gave this place a world 
wide reputation as a health resort. 
Ninety per cent of the old settlers came 
here on account of lung, bronchia! and 
kindred complaints. Some even now 
cannot sleep In I»s Angeles without 
getting wheezy and hasten out to our 
beautiful town, owing to its location 
nnd the desirability for sanitarium 
sites. Captain J. A. Osgood made a deal 
to purchase the J. G. Rlumer place for 
a supposed syndicate to erect such a 
building some years ago. Why forget? 
Is not the place just as suitable today? 
Have the climate or social conditions 
changed ? The Los Angeles physicians 
win? state that Sierra Madre is a "Tu¬ 
bercular Camp” are absolutely correct, 
so is Monrovia and Altadena. Sierra 
Madre has been such for forty years* 
back. It will be for forty and more 
years to come. If the sick people stop¬ 
ped coming who would come? It would 
take two or three generations to change 
the conditions. As secretary of the 
board of health here, some years ngo. 

I had records compiled of tile tuber¬ 
cular people. These records arc confi¬ 
dential, but I can say thirty-five per 
cent of tlie school children were from 
tubercular families. In that year the 
death rate showed eighty-four per cent 
from tuberculosis. As 1 look out of my 
bedroom window 1 can count twenty- 
one houses that contain tubercular 
people. Why evade the issue? God evi¬ 
dently treated tills and other sections 
in Southern California as "Tubercular 
Camps,” and we might as well he 
truthful and acknowledge It. I came 
here eight years ago knowing I was 
coming Into a hotbed of tuberculosis. 
Uttle "Unkey” Hosmer Informed me 
that everybody had It up here and that 
everybody got cured of it up iter*. 
Since then, on an average of twice a 
month I get hailed by some acquaint¬ 
ance around the court house or In 
newspaper offices, with these saluta¬ 
tions: “What are you living in that 
' tubercular resort for? Who is sick in 
\ J your family? My, but that’s a pretty 
town. It's only for sick people though.” 
Only recently Judge Paul .T. McCormick 
of the superior court of Los Angeles 
county mentioned what a beautiful 
place Sierra Madre was and how unfor¬ 
tunate that Mrs. Lund had made a 
failure of the sanitarium. Judge Wil¬ 
lis, also of the superior court, who was 


a stockholder and acted as treasurer 
of the ”101 Reposo” also remarked what 
an ideal site the sanitarium occupied 
and what a big thing it meant for the 
town. Coming from the east recently I 
met a Chicagoan on the train. We ex¬ 
changed cards. Immediately upon 
reading "Sierra Madre" lie exclaimed, 
"Fine place for consumptives; it's well 
known in Chicago as a ‘tubercular re¬ 
sort.' I've had friends there," etc. Even 
at one of our dances a partner, who 
hailed from the city of Isis Angelos, 
gave me tills: "Are you one of the 
lungers up here? You don't look it." I 
had gotten short of breath and was 
putting from the exertion of dancing. 
When I replied I was not, she said. 
"Well, a lunger brought me out, but 
I'm not one, so we can dance with im- 
p nity." Needless to say we did. 1 cite 
these Instances to show we cannot get 
away from it. We are known as a 
"Tubercular Camp," or If that hurts 
anyone, as a "Tubercular Resort." We 
are known as such, we have been 
known as such for years and we will be 
known as such for years to come. We 
are on the map as a lunger's resort 
and on the map we will stay as such. 
This twaddle about adverse advertising 
is foolish. 1 say let us have a tuber¬ 
cular sanitarium where the educational 
advantages will mean much to others. 
Sierra Madre is known throughout the 
length and breadth of this land as the 
third of ten best places in the world for 
tuberculosis. It is being advertised as 
a tubercular resort, whleh it is. It 
should, as a tubercular resort, have n 
sanitarium. A similar deal to that 
Messrs. Osgood, Rlumer, et nl, were 
trying to carry through is now about 
to lie consummated, lot us help it on. 
Let us welcome and help Dr. Charles 
A. Shepard who has tile endorsements 
of Drs. Barlow, Blckneli, Moore, 
Bridges and others. These pliyslelans 
and others recognize Sierra Madre as 
one of the few plaees fit for a sanitari¬ 
um. Let us cut out our selfish interests 
and drop personalities. 1 understood 
when woman suffrage came politics 
were to lie purified, man being so vile. 
Why praetiee “Smith of Market Street" 
and "Ate Ward" heeler tactics to 
change opinions. Some people are won¬ 
dering what moral difference there Is 
between a party threatening to boycott 
a merchant if ho does not act in ac¬ 
cordance with your opinions, or a fac¬ 
tory owner threatening to discharge an 
employee If he does not vote a certain 
ticket, or offering a man five dollars 
for his vote. Looked at from the higli 
plane of purified politics there does not 
seem niaeli choice. 1 respect every¬ 


body's opinion, tint I do not agree with 
the opposition. I am not going to try 
and place a boycott on a certain whole¬ 
sale grocery house because its repre¬ 
sentative living here is on the opposi¬ 
tion. nor threaten anyone with social 
ostracism, nor denounce them as fifty 
years behind ttie age because they do 
not agree with me. I am going out in 
tin- broad highways, lanes and bypaths 
and tight the opposition In the open. 
Many of them I admire and look upon 
as friends. I am for the s .nltarium. 
Let us be truthful. We’re all here for 
health's sake, for our health, fur the 
health of our children, or our relatives, 
or we were brought here by some 
friend who was here for health's sake. 
Why term a sanitarium an undesirable 
business, when so much good lias been 
accomplished, so many lives prolonged 
and Its educational features recognized 
the world over. Would this howl of 
undesirable business been heard if it 
was a paying institution and the howl¬ 
ers hold stock? How many were thrown 
on the city when "El Reposo” closed? 
I visited tills former institution on an 
average weekly. I know practically the 
conditions that existed. I aided a party 
In securing other accommodations af¬ 
ter It closed. Who. pray, were the ones 
thrown out and where are they? If 
there is no objection to the Individual 
health seeker who comes to Sierra 
Madre to make a home, and no hostil¬ 
ity, why the objection to a poor un¬ 
fortunate coughing at night? Why the 
objection to their getting off the cars 
at certain localities? Why the objec¬ 
tion to a sanitarium that would harbor 
in cottage* many of the Individual 
health sekers? Kindly let us have a 
record of tills friendly attitude to sick 
strangers, outside of a municipal 
nurse's report. I came here for my 
wife's health. How about you, Mr. 
Man, who ohjevts to a poor individu¬ 
al's cough? Come, speak up. Some of 
you look sickly yourselves, How about 
some of your relatives and friends? Let 
us be fair, let us give others file same 
opportunities that we might seek our¬ 
selves. we know not how soon. Let ua 
rut out this selfishness, tills commer¬ 
cialism. Sierra Madre Madre is no place 
for that. We are too big. Sierra Madre 
is a health resort pure and simple. Has 
always been and always will lie. The 
"T. ft's" made the town what It Is. The 
"T. B.'s" support the town now. The 
"T. H's" hold public office and have 
helped to upraise the standard. The 
"'I'. H's" have gotten cured here. The 
"T. H's” need a sanitarium and the op¬ 
position and city officials would erect 
i lasting monument to this place by 
endowing a ward or two In a well reg¬ 
ulated sanitarium for a few Indigent 
"T. M's" who might be so unfortunate 
as to become stranded in this "T. B." 


community. Don't forget why you came 
here. Don't forget that friend of yours 
who came for the “T. B's." Don't for¬ 
get that the good Lord and Giver of 
all things evidently meant this section 
as a haven for the weary and sick, the 
discouraged and disheartened, the 
friendliness and unfortunate "T. B.” I 
am out in the open fairly and earnest¬ 
ly for a "T. B." sanitarium.
